Groundbreaking for a new 
branch of one of Vigo County’s 
oldest funeral homes took place 
Wednesday on Springhill Road one 
block west of U.S. 41. 

DeBaun Funeral Home will have 
a 22,000-square-foot structure at 
85 Springhill Road that should be 
completed in the spring of 1989, 
owner Curt DeBaun Jr. said. 

DeBaun, who declined to give 
any cost figures of the expansion 
project, thinks the building will be

‘the finest of its kind in the area. 

“The current home at 1729 S. 
Eighth St. will continue to remain 
open and be known as DeBaun 
Idaho Street Chapel, and the new 
facility will be the DeBaun 
Springhill Chapel,” he said. 

Construction is expected to start 
within a week by Richard Jenkins 
Construction Inc. of Terre Haute, 
DeBaun said. 

Among the features designed by 
local architect Dan Sanders are 
four spacious chapels, plenty of 
convenient parking, two carports, 
public lounge and selection room. 

The entire structure will be 
accessible to the handicapped, and 
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styling of the building will provide 
a warm and spacious atmosphere 
for families, DeBaun said. ; 

DeBaun’s parents, Curt an 
Myrtle DeBaun, founded the 
funeral home in 1925 in Prairie 
Creek before the business opened 
in 1952 on South Eighth Street. 

Curt DeBaun HI, who joined his 
father in 1978, said the time was 
right for the expansion. 

“We've had an increase in busi- 
ness and outgrown our present 
facility,” the younger DeBaun said. 
“The contractor has nine months to 
finish and we're hoping it will be 
done by May.” 
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
